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Council now faces picking up bill for developer’s costs 

CHILDREN'S HOME 
APPEAL VICTORY

A CARE home will be created 
on the site of a former social 
club in Amblecote after devel¬ 
opers won an appeal against 
a Dudley Council decision. 

The council now faces having to pay 
costs to the developer that could run 
into five figures after the Planning In¬ 
spectorate overturned its decision. 

Bain’s Builders Ltd was building two 
four-bedroom homes on the site of the old 
Stourbridge War Memorial Club, on Amblecote 
High Street. 

But the developer submitted plans to instead 
transform the site near to the War Memorial 
Athletic Ground — home to Stourbridge foot¬ 
ball and cricket teams — into two residential 
care homes designed for children. 

Bain’s Builders Ltd have returned to plan¬ 
ning officers in a bid to secure permission for 
two two-storey buildings with eight en-suite 
bedroom homes for children aged six to 16. 

Dudley Council’s planning committee had 
refused the care home scheme. That decision 
came amid concerns over the busy road, poten¬ 
tial noise and disturbance from the neighbour¬ 
ing sports ground. 

There has been strong opposition to the 
scheme with Stourbridge FC chairman Andy 
Pountney among those to voice concerns. These 
included the proximity to turnstiles and the im¬ 
pact of floodlights. 

Agreed 

But the Planning Inspector said these con¬ 
cerns had already been mitigated when Dudley 
Council agreed the earlier planning permission 
in 2013 for the houses to be built. 

Developer Surinder Bains is delighted, he 
said: “I’m pleased that the plans can now pro¬ 
gress. We can’t understand why the committee 
refused it in the first place. 

“They went against the recommendations of 
the qualified planning officers to refuse it. 

“We can now get on with it. But it has de¬ 
layed us.” 

Councillor Qadar Zada, chairman of Dudley’s 
development control committee, said the coun¬ 
cil was disappointed by the inspector’s decision 
but would abide by the ruling. 

He explained: “The decision of the committee 
was made by local councillors, representing the 
concerns of local people, so we are naturally dis¬ 
appointed by the decision of the inspectorate in 
Bristol. However, we accept their findings and 
will now liaise with the applicant in relation to 
any costs incurred.” 

Building work on the site is expected to be 
completed this summer. 


GLASS POSTCARDS GO ON DISPLAY AT FESTIVAL

DELICATE pieces of art have been brought 
together to form a giant glass wall to welcome 
visitors to this week’s International Festival 
of Glass in Stourbridge. 

The sixth festival celebrating the town’s 
glassmaking heritage features breathtak¬ 
ing exhibitions of intricate artworks but the 
collection of glass postcards is considered by 
some as the jewel in the crown. There are 168 
postcards in total and each tells its own story 


having been delicately crafted by members of 
the Contemporary Glass Society. 

The group, which is known for coming up 
with unusual exhibitions, settled on the post¬ 
card for this year’s festival. Project leaders 
said they wanted to celebrate the postcard’s 
simplicity and the fact they can ‘say so much 
with so little’. 

Victoria Scholes, a former chairman of the 
group, said: “This deceptively simple form of 


communication is more than just words and 
pictures. It delivers a glimpse of another life, 
a renewed friendship, a shared joke with a 
specially chosen image that all say so much 
with so little..” 

The society previously wowed art enthu¬ 
siasts with a series of Olympic medallions to 
mark the London 2012 Games and are hoping 
to impress again in Stourbridge.

Crunch meeting on

THE future of Dudley Hippodrome will be 
discussed at an extraordinary meeting of 
the council in July. 

Proposals for an £8 million restoration 
of the venue have been left in tatters fol¬ 
lowing the collapse of talks when The Rok 
Group, led by Wolverhampton business¬ 
man Jonathan Kendrick, withdrew its bid 
in April. Bosses say the deal broke down 
over the car park also serving Dudley Zoo 
and costs of removing asbestos.

Canalside homes 
given green light 

SIXTY homes will be built as part of a 
new canalside development in Tividale 
after plans were approved. 

Sandwell Council has given the 
scheme earmarked for a site known 
as Rattlesnake Chain open space the 
go-ahead. 

The development, alongside the 
Gower Branch Canal, will include 22 
four-bedroom properties and 30 three 
and two bedroom homes. 

There will also be eight affordable 
homes built.

Swing bridge bid 
to link heritage sites 

A PLAN for a swing bridge over a canal to 
link two of Dudley’s tourist attractions as 
part of a £3 million development has been 
lodged with Dudley Council. 

Dudley Canal Trust has submitted plans 
for the bridge by its Todds End entrance. It 
would enable visitors from the Black Coun¬ 
try Living Museum, to access the ticket of¬ 
fice, boats and the planned new heritage 
centre, The Portal. 

Work is due to get under way soon on 
the two-storey base which will be used to 
tell thousands of visitors to the site about 
the Black Country’s industrial past with 
emphais on its canal heritage.

IT WAS a devastating raid on a Royal 
British Legion club in Dudley which 
even put the venue’s future at risk. 
But now it has now bounced back 
thanks to overwhelming support 
from the community 

More than £3,000 has been raised 
for Kingswinford’s Royal British Le¬ 
gion club in the wake of the shocking 
burglary. 

Raiders stole £2,500, smashed 
gaming machines and caused £5,000 
worth of damage in the attack on the 
club at the end of March. 

Now club members say they have 


been ‘overwhelmed’ by support from 
the public with around £3,000 in do¬ 
nations and support. 

Members thanked people for their 
generous support as they hosted a 
fundraising walk weeks after the dev¬ 
astating burglary. Dozens of people 
turned out on Bank Holiday Monday 
to hold a fundraising walk to bring in 
vital cash to help the club and for the 
annual Poppy Appeal. 

People began contacting Legion 
members asking for ways they could 
help after burglars wreaked havoc 
inside the branch headquarters in 


Summer hill. The idea of the walk was 
established with other community 
groups, including the Air Training 
Corp and Army Cadets, among those 
taking part. 

Group members lined up outside 
the club on Monday morning be¬ 
fore setting off for the 25-mile walk 
around Kingswinford with stops at 
clubs in Swindon and Kinver. 

Club treasurer Bob Townsend said: 
“The club has bounced back so well 
after the burglary. We have been 
overwhelmed by the amount of sup¬ 
port we have had. Something very, 


very positive came out of this because 
we have become more of a part of the 
community and people know more 
about us now.” 

Royal British Legion members 
feared they would be unable to con¬ 
tinue to run the club if they could 
not boost security at the 65-year-old 
site. But since then two security firms 
— GCG and D&M Electricals — gen¬ 
erously donated a CCTV system and 
installation free of charge. 

Cash raised from the walk will be 
spilt between the Poppy Appeal and 
security measures at the club. 


Town facing 
protest as 
traders told 
to stay open 

PROTESTERS planning to march in 
Dudley against a new mosque have been 
urged to respect residents’ rights to live 
in harmony. 

West Midlands Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner David Jamieson said: “Dudley 
is a diverse borough, in which people 
from different backgrounds and cultures 
get on and work together well. 

“In our region we respect the values 
of each other and the right that we all 
have to worship freely in whichever way 
we chose. 

“The right to peacefully protest will be 
protected but we expect everybody who 
visits the area to respect local people and 
their right live in harmony.” 

His comments come as a group calling 
itself All Football Fans/Firms Against 
Islamisation (AFFFAI) announced 
plans to march in the town on June 13. 

It will be the third such protest in the 
town since February, following demon¬ 
strations by the English Defence League 
and Britain First. 

Mr Jamieson said: “Dudley is used to 
seeing protests and the police are used 
to dealing with these operations in a pro¬ 
fessional and calm manner.” 

Traders are concerned that they will 
lose trade because of another protest, 
again on a Saturday. 

But AFFFAI event host Kevin Smith 
said traders should open as normal on 
the day. He added: “If the future of their 
country means less than two hours of 
trading then we can clearly see where 
the problems we face today are coming 
from.”

£200k security costs 
at abandoned school 

MORE than £200,000 has been 
spent on security at the former 
Pensnett High School since it 
controversially shut its doors. 

The school in Tiled House Lane 
closed in August 2010 due to falling 
pupil numbers and poor exam results 
despite a campaign by parents. 

Although some pupils in Years 9 and 10 
stayed on at a learning centre on the site 
until June 2012, most of the site has re¬ 
mained empty. 

Dudley Council stepped up security at 
the site and so far a total of £218,587 has 
been spent. It comes after plans for a £1.6 
million education centre for young people 
with learning difficulties were approved for 
the site with work now under way. 

The school shut after it emerged the 11 
per cent GCSE pass rate was well below the 
national 30 per cent target rate and at the 
time council education officers said it as 
‘failing’ pupils. 

Parents battled in vain to save it from 
closure, saying they didn’t want their chil¬ 
dren’s education disrupted. 

Lewis Bourne, the council’s Freedom of 
Information officer, said: “A public right of 
way bounds the perimeter of the site pass¬ 
ing between the former school fields and 
green open space used by the public. 

Recognised 

“Whilst the site remained open for 
community use with the existence of a re¬ 
cently built sports hall, sports fields and 
a Neighbourhood Learning Centre, it was 
recognised that security would be required 
following the de-commissioning of those 
buildings not in use.” 

Councillor Pete Lowe, leader of the coun¬ 
cil, said: “The staffed security in place at 
the former Pensnett site was essential as 
the site was still partially in use for adult 
learning courses and the community sports 
hall following the closure of the full school. 

“The security helped ensure the site has 
not had any significant issue with criminal 
activity or vandalism.” 

Mr Bourne added: “A project is underway 
for the redevelopment and refurbishment 
of some of the buildings for educational 
purposes and the Sports Hall and associ¬ 
ated playing fields will remain.” 

Pens Meadow Special School will run the 
centre for young people aged 16 and over.

New nip is 
giving his 
council pay 
to charity 

A NEWLY-ELECTED MP has re¬ 
vealed he intends to hand over to 
charities almost all of the £10,000 he 
gets from his other role as a council¬ 
lor. 

Mike Wood, who held Dudley South 
for the Conservatives at the General 
Election, is also a councillor repre¬ 
senting Pedmore and Stourbridge 
East. 

But the 39-year-old said he would 
not be standing down as a councillor 
straight away as he wants to try to 
avoid a costly by-election taking place 
in the summer, when turnout is typi¬ 
cally very low. 

Instead the father-of-two is going 
to attempt to stay on as a councillor 
until the local elections next May but 
will be donating his £9,600 a year 
council allowances to worthy causes. 

He has left himself the option of 
standing down earlier if he is not able 
to get to as many council meetings as 
he hopes to. 

Mr Wood, said: “I intend to con¬ 
tinue as a Dudley councillor until next 
May but, from next month, I shall be 
dividing my Council allowances be¬ 
tween local charities. 

“Because the Government’s major¬ 
ity is so narrow, I probably won’t be 
able to get to as many council meet¬ 
ing as I might have wished and so it 
may be that I do need to stand down 
earlier. I will speak to the leader of 
the council and to other members of 
the council, and assuming there is no 
groundswell of public demand, then 
I will continue until next May’s local 
elections.”

A LEAD crystal bust of Sir Winston 
Churchill, of which only 250 were 
made, will return to Stourbridge as 
part of the International Festival of 
Glass this weekend 
When the great wartime leader 
died in 1965 the Royal Doulton Pot¬ 
tery company commissioned Webb 
Corbett Crystal, of Amblecote, to pro¬ 
duce a glass bust of the former Prime 
minister as part of the national com¬ 
memorations. A limited number of 
250 busts were created in lead crys¬ 
tal with each one numbered and sold 
with a certificate of authenticity. 


Organisers of the International 
Festival of Glass, held in Stourbridge 
from today (Thursday), tracked one 
down to Malta and have arranged 
for its loan over the duration of the 
festival. 

Tribute 

Elisabeth Johnson, festival co-ordi- 
nator said: “This is a really exciting 
project, we’re recreating a piece of our 
shared past, not just commemorating 
Churchill, but paying tribute to the 
local glass industry and glassblowers 
past and present who are breathing

life back into this 50-year-old mould.” 

Displays of the blowing of the bust 
will take place at Plowden & Thomp¬ 
son glassmakers today and tomorrow 
between 10am and noon, and at Rus- 
kin Glass Centre at 3pm on Sunday. 

The sixth international festival, 
dedicated to innovation in the glass 
industry, has a programme including 
a mix of lectures, workshops, exhibi¬ 
tions, taster sessions and family activ¬ 
ities, as well as food and drink.

Jobs are axed at youth 
centres to save money 


MORE than 30 jobs have been axed 
as part of a shake-up of council 
youth centres across Dudley. 

Dudley Council has cut £200,000 from 
the youth service budget as part of wider 
plans for £27 million of savings. 

Voluntary groups will be drafted in to help 
run some of the activities at the borough’s 
seven youth centres. 

The council has confirmed 27 youth workers 
had left through voluntary redundancy and six 
people were being redeployed to other roles 
within the authority. The hours covered by the 
staff equate to six full-time equivalent roles, 
the council said. 

It runs centres at Halesowen, Lye, Wordsley, 
Gornal, Dudley, Russells Hall and Coseley and 
activities for young people aged up to 25. 

Although they have pledged not to close any 
centres at this stage, bosses want to reduce the 
amount of activity sessions run by the council 
and transfer them to voluntary and community 
groups. 

But they have pledged that there would be 
no reduction in the amount of activities and 
services provided. 

The youth service runs holiday clubs, sports 
and information advice and guidance. 

Youth workers also help people to access 
schemes such as the Duke of Edinburgh 
Awards. 

Redeploy 

Council leader Pete Lowe said: “The re¬ 
quired savings through redundancies have 
now been made after 5.3 full time equivalent 
posts left through voluntary redundancy. We 
are currently looking to redeploy the remaining 
0.7 full time equivalent post elsewhere in the 
authority. 

“Meanwhile, in terms of the continued deliv¬ 
ery of good quality youth work throughout the 
borough, we are working with local voluntary 
organisations to support their capacity to de¬ 
velop universal youth work provision and we 
continue to deliver targeted early help youth 
work to more vulnerable young people in the 
borough.” 

The council is proposing savings of £22.9m 
for 2015/16, moving up to £25.3m by 2016/17 
and £27.4m by 2017/18. 

But the council has warned it faces a deficit 
of approaching £30m by 2017/18 if additional 
savings are not found.

Third city joins combined authority 


MOVES for a West Midlands Com¬ 
bined Authority joining Birmingham 
with the Black Country have been 
boosted after Coventry councillors 
said they would sign up. 

It means the combined authority 
would be the largest in the country 
and the only one to have three cities 
—Birmingham, Coventry and Wol¬ 
verhampton. It would be given de¬ 
volved powers on areas like transport 


and regeneration. Sandwell, Walsall 
and Dudley are also signed up. 

Sandwell Council leader Darren 
Cooper said it also put to bed any 
suggestion of the authority being 
called Greater Birmingham. 

Power 

Councillor Cooper, who has been 
leading the Black Country’s negotia¬ 
tions on the deal, added: “With three 


cities there’s no way anyone would 
now accept it being a Greater Bir¬ 
mingham. 

“What this gives us is fantastic 
bargaining power. We are much 
stronger together and we can pool 
our resources to get the best possible 
deal from the government. 

“Greater Manchester has taken 
the lead already. We can’t afford to 
be left behind.” 


Chancellor George Osborne wants 
the authority to have an elected re¬ 
gion-wide ‘metro mayor’. 

David Cameron said last week that 
there is no ‘one size fits all’ arrange¬ 
ment and that the door was open to 
councils to come up with their own. 

It is expected that Solihull will also 
join the authority while an approach 
has been made to district councils in 
Warwickshire too.

With care, the worldwide inquiry into 
why things take so long would last for ever. 

WHEN the new series of Benefits Street 
(C4) was announced, it was condemned 
as “poverty porn.” In fact, it is pure trage¬ 
dy, an unbearably sad tale of wasted lives, 
feckless males and desperate, premature¬ 
ly aged women. Since it was filmed, drug 
dealer Neil Maxwell has been jailed for a 
double stabbing and poor Reagan, Jul¬ 
ie Young’s profoundly disabled son, has 
died. Yet the title is misleading. The villain 
of this nightmare is not the benefits sys¬ 
tem but a community awash with drugs 
and terrorised by the crime that drug ad¬ 
diction breeds. If you still believe the “war 
on drugs” can ever be won, watch this and 
think again.

Stage is set for new 
performing arts HQ

HALESOWEN College has 
been given the all clear to 
begin work on a £3 million 
performing arts centre af¬ 
ter plans were finally ap¬ 
proved. 

The college has faced a battle 
to gain support for the facili¬ 
ty and had to withdraw initial 
plans for a glass corridor and 
display space after concerns 
were raised by fire chiefs. 

After being amended, the applica¬ 
tion gained the unanimous backing 
of Dudley Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee this week. 

The two-storey centre will become 
the town’s own ‘Fame academy’ 
with teaching and rehearsal rooms 
for students on music, drama and 
dance courses. 

The Whittingham Road college 
has been struggling to provide 
enough space for the growing num¬ 
ber of students on performing arts 
courses. Some have to travel off 
campus to use Benjamins, a function 
hall in the town centre. 

The new complex was due to be 
connected to other buildings at the 
Whittingham Road site by a glass 
walkway, which the college had 
hoped to use as an exhibition space 
and break area for students. But fire 
officers said the link way would be 
the main escape route for the block 
in an emergency so it would need 
to be left clear, halting the college’s 
original plans. 

Backlash 

Councillors agreed the amended 
plans were now suitable but not 
everyone is pleased with the im¬ 
pending arrival of the new facility. 

College leaders have had to con¬ 
tend with a backlash from dozens 
living near the site who feared it 
will exacerbate problems on sur¬ 
rounding roads already clogged with 
parked cars. 

Halesowen councillor Karen 
Shakespeare said she was pleased 
the college had finally secured per¬ 
mission but admitted problems with 
parking needed to be looked at.

THREE community projects, includ¬ 
ing the Black Country Festival, are in 
line for national awards. 

Dudley Council’s online commu¬ 
nity forums and Sunday opening for 
traders in Dudley in the wake of the 
English Defence League’s visit in Feb¬ 
ruary have also been shortlisted in 
the UK Public Sector Communication 
Awards 2015. The projects caught 
the judges’ attention for the way the 
council communicated with the pub¬ 
lic, said council leader Pete Lowe. 

“I’m delighted that we have again 
been recognised nationally for the 
way we do things in Dudley,” he 
added. “We pride ourselves on the 
way we communicate with people and 
get them involved in important initia¬ 
tives such as these.” 

It could be an award double for the 
Black Country Festival after pick¬ 
ing up the prestigious PR Moments 
award in March. The first festival to 
celebrate Black Country Day in July 
last year saw thousands of people take 
part in a variety of community events 
across Dudley borough. 

The online community forums aim 
to give people the chance to have their 
say on local issues from the comfort 
of their own home via social media. 
The hour-long sessions on Facebook 
attract thousands and provide an al¬ 
ternative to attending meetings. 

Scores of shops in Dudley town cen¬ 
tre opened up on Sunday, February 15 
for an extra day’s trade, after many 
closed their doors during a Saturday 
town centre protest by the EDL.

For sale — Cradley Forge Chapel 


A CHAPEL which closed last year af¬ 
ter more than eight decades of service 
has been put up for sale. 

Bidders are being sought to take 
over the Cradley Forge Methodist 
Chapel in Quarry Bank, which has an 
asking price of £100,000. 

The premises in Hammer Bank 
opened in 1924 but closed at Easter 
last year. 

Property firm Rightmove said the 
building, which is listed as a heritage 
asset, is in need of a major refurbish¬ 
ment. 

The future of the site is uncertain, 


with Rightmove saying the building 
is suitable for a number of uses but 
is likely to be converted rather than 
demolished. 

Quarry Bank’s Councillor David 
Sparks said it was important the new 
buyers don’t make too many changes 
to the building. 

He said: “This chapel is part of the 
rich tapestry that makes up the com¬ 
munity of the Black Country and I 
hope that whoever buys it is able to 
maintain that heritage. 

“There have been lots of examples 
elsewhere in the country where chap¬ 


els have been converted into commer¬ 
cial and community sites that have 
fitted in with their localities. 

“We have to be careful in the Dud¬ 
ley borough and the Black Country 
that we don’t lose our heritage. This 
chapel is part of the fabric of the com¬ 
munity.” 

The chapel, which includes a main 
hall, entrance hall, rear hall, kitchen 
and lobby, played an important role 
in the community prior to its sudden 
closure last year, with choirs singing 
and other events regularly staged at 
the building. 


Homes approved 
despite objections 

FIVE homes will be built on land in 
Coseley that was previously used for 
stables. Councillors have approved 
plans for the homes at Ivyhouse Lane. 

Four of the properties will be 
two-bedroomed while one will have 
three bedrooms. Eleven parking 
spaces will be provided for the homes. 

Dudley Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee unanimously backed the applica¬ 
tion despite concerns raised by people 
living nearby. Five letters of objection 
were sent to the council raising con¬ 
cerns over loss of privacy, noise nui¬ 
sance and the design of the homes.

SALES of Dudley Zoo’s 2015 calendar 
have raised £700 for a charity which 
supports endangered tigers in the 
wild. 

The zoo has handed the proceeds 
over to conservation charity 21st Cen¬ 
tury Tiger after copies of the calendar 
flew off the shelves. 

The fundraising calendar featured 
spectacular photographs of some of 
the zoo’s favourite animals captured 
by keen amateur photographers. Vis¬ 
itors snapped up the calendar with 
staff posting packages to Australia, 
USA and Germany too.

But where 
does the 
poverty 
ine fall? 

ALMOST a third of people in the UK fell 
below the poverty line at least once be¬ 
tween 2010 and 2013, according to new 
figures from the Office of National Statis¬ 
tics. 

The thing is though, look around you, 
and you don’t see thousands of Oliver 
Twist-type street urchins clamouring for 
food, or old people dressed in rags. 

Which is not really surprising, when 
poverty is these days defined as having 
a disposable income of less than 60 per 
cent of the national average. 

But surely the whole point of averages 
is that some people will come above that 
line, and others will be below it. 

And extending that logic a little further, 
a sure fire way to lift people out of poverty 
would be to reduce the average standard 
of living. 

Now there are undoubtedly some very 
poor people in the world today, children 
suffering from malnutrition, families with¬ 
out clean drinking water, but by and large 
they don’t live in this country. 

And they don’t have mobile phones, 
televisions or a disposable income of any 
kind, let alone one that is 60 per cent of 
the national average. 

The truth is that almost everybody in 
this country is comparatively well-off, and 
we really should be more appreciative of 
what we do have. 

Casual use of terms like ‘poverty’ do 
not just give people a sense of entitle¬ 
ment. They are also a great insult to the 
millions of genuinely poor people around 
the world. 

□□□□□ 

THERE has been a lot of talk recently 
about police cuts. Next month Dudley, 
which is Britain’s second biggest town, 
will be without a police station which is 
open to the public, which is a truly ridicu¬ 
lous state of affairs. 

The message doesn’t seem to have got 
through to police in Wallsend, near New¬ 
castle-upon-Tyne though. 

Last week, the Northumbria force man¬ 
aged to scramble four patrol cars and 
a helicopter as they chased three cows 
which escaped from a dairy farm. One 
of the poor creatures was shot by police 
marksman.

Lenny visits teenage 
years in new TV show

young actors in Lenny Henry’s 
Black Country television drama 
Danny And The Human Zoo 


IT’S Black Country life 40 years ago 
as told by one of the region’s most 
famous sons. 

And the people and places in Lenny 
Henry’s new drama, Danny And The Hu¬ 
man Zoo, will be made flesh and blood by 
young actors from a local drama school. 

Lenny, born and raised in Dudley, said the 
piece is semi-autobiographical and gives a 
glimpse into life as a working-class teenager 
growing up in the 1970s. 

It centres around the character Danny Fea- 
ron, a talented impressionist, and his work¬ 
ing-class Jamaican family, as he rises to fame 
as a stand-up comedian. 

The cast will include Arthur Darvill from 
Broadchurch, One Foot In The Grave actor 
Richard Wilson and Mark Benton from Wa¬ 
terloo Road. 

Speaking of the drama, in which Lenny 
plays Danny’s father Samson, he said: “I can’t 
believe that we’re finally shooting my screen¬ 
play Danny And The Human Zoo! This is a 
fantasy memoir of the first two years of my 
career — my beginnings, working on the zoo, 
working men’s clubs and all that stuff that 
happened to me in the mid-Seventies — but 
crammed into 90 minutes. 

“I think, although it’s not exactly what hap¬ 
pened, we’ll get a strong sense of what it might 
have been like for a young black kid from Dud¬ 
ley to be suddenly hurled into the maelstrom 
of this business we call show.” 

Locations 

Filming has started and includes mem¬ 
bers of the Active Creative Training School 
(ACTS), run by Tonia Daley-Campbell in Wol¬ 
verhampton. 

The youngsters, along with Tonia herself, 
have been filming at locations across the Black 
Country and Birmingham. The 37-year-old 


has been running ACTS from Wolverhampton 
Heritage Centre, on Clifford Street, for two 
years, offering coaching and support for five 
to 18-year-olds interested in acting. 

Tonia, who has four children of her own and 
is also a foster parent to two others, said the 
role meant even more due to Lenny’s involve¬ 
ment. 

Despite the joy of getting the role of Mrs Pat¬ 
terson, the mother of Cherry, who is a friend 
of Danny, she said: “I was more excited the 
kids had got the parts. The exciting thing for 
me about this project is it is Midlands-based, 
it is filmed in the Midlands and by Midlands 


actors. He is an inspiration to up-and-coming 
young people from the Midlands — and the 
Black Country in particular — because it is 
not easy forging a career in the arts.” 

The school runs on Saturday mornings 
between 9.45am and 12.30pm and there are 
plans to expand. 

“They learn acting skills, audition skills, 
they have confidence building,” Tonia said. 
“Whenever they get asked to audition for a 
role they are equipped. Young kids from Wol¬ 
verhampton are getting opportunities that are 
not always easy to come by unless you are in 
London,” she added. 


Jahni Dyer has been given the part of play¬ 
ing a young Danny before the character hits 
his teenage years. The nine-year-old, from 
Wolverhampton, has been learning about act¬ 
ing for two years and met Lenny during film¬ 
ing on several occasions - even getting tips on 
dance moves. 

The pupil at St Judes Academy said: “I was 
amazed because I didn’t think I was going to 
get it. I am excited because I am going to see 
myself on TV. The people I tell think ‘wow’.” 

Jahni said he was pleased to have got the 
role based, particularly as Lenny was involved. 

“He is a big time actor,” he said. “He helped 
me. I am meant to be dancing to My Boy Lol¬ 
lipop. He showed me some different dance 
moves. He is a very nice guy.” 

Taylia-May Campbell, from Fordhouses, 
wasn’t keen on wearing 1970s-style clothing 
after being cast as Danny’s niece Marjory. But 
the 12-year-old, who goes to Aldersley High, 
said being part of filming for the programme is 
one of the best things she has been involved in. 

Screaming 

After finding out she had got the part, she 
said: “I was happy, I was running around the 
house screaming. 

“I didn’t know who Lenny Henry was until 
my mother told me. He is funny, he is really 
nice. 

“I was nervous at first. Then I started to get 
used to being on camera. It is one of the best 
things I have ever done. Sometimes I didn’t 
like putting on the clothes. It was only a dress 
but I am not used to wearing dresses.” 

Tyrese McPherson-McKenzie, 13, of Penn, 
is playing Terrence, the nephew of Danny. 
Tyrese, who attends St Chad’s School, said: 
“I was surprised, I have never been picked for 
anything like that before. I was happy but I 
didn’t expect it. My family are happy for me. 

“I have found it fun in front of the camera. 
The best thing was seeing how it is made, how 
they build the set.” 

Tyrique Douglas, 14, of Pendeford, is per¬ 
forming the role of nephew Albert. 

After being told he was to be part of the pro¬ 
duction the St Edmunds School pupil said: “I 
was excited because I was going to experience 
what it is like on TV. ”

Return to Baggies' glory 
days as rare programme 
sells for £20K at auction 


A MATCHDAY programme 
from the 1888 FA Cup Final 
when West Bromwich Albion 
upset the odds to beat Preston 
North End, originally bought 
for one penny, has been sold at 
auction for £20,000. 

The sale makes the historic piece 
of memorabilia one of the most ex¬ 
pensive football programmes ever 
purchased. 

The 1888 cup final was held in front of 
19,000 fans at The Oval cricket ground 
in London, was a million miles away 
from the glitz of the showpiece final that 
awaits Aston Villa and Arsenal at Wem¬ 
bley on Saturday. But like Villa this year, 


MEMORY LANE

Albion went into the game as underdogs. 
The following season Preston would 
finish the first Football League season 
undefeated and during their run to the 
1888 final they thrashed Hyde 26-0. 

But on a March afternoon it was the 
Baggies that were victorious, winning 
2-1 to bring the cup to the Black Coun¬ 
try for the first time.The programme, 
which was made up of just a single sheet 
featuring the team line-ups and an ad¬ 
vertisement on the back, is thought to 
be one of the few that survive from the 
momentous day in the club’s history. 


It was bought at Graham Budd Auc¬ 
tions in London on Tuesday by a private 
collector. A photograph of Albion’s 1888 
FA Cup winning team was included with 
the programme. 

In 2006, the programme from the 
1889 FA Cup final between Preston and 
Wolves sold for £21,850, which at the 
time was the highest amount paid for a 
programme. Albion were appearing in 
the FA Cup Final for the third consec¬ 
utive year in 1888 but after two heart¬ 
breaking defeats they finally got their 
hands on the silverware. 

But another reason the programme is 
desirable for collectors is that the final 
ended in controversy, with many observ¬ 
ers feeling that the referee had shown 
bias towards West Brom’s all English 11.

WHEN Jasmine Pole was 
born, she weighed just 2lbs 
lOoz after being born 11 
weeks prematurely. 

But the Kingswinford teenager 
has overcome health issues and 
is now on the verge of celebrating 
her landmark 18th birthday. 

Jasmine is currently studying a 
foundation course for children with 
special needs at 
Stourbridge Col¬ 
lege. 

The 17-year- 
old, who turns 
18 next month, 
suffers from dys- 
I praxia, which 

means she has 
difficulty remem¬ 
bering things, 
but does not have 
any other health 
problems. 

Her mother 
Sue said: “She 
has done really 
well and works 

18 years ago really hard and is 
highly motivated, while she also plays 
some sport.” 

Sue had an emergency Caesarian 
after being rushed into hospital with 
pre-eclampsia, a pregnancy disorder 
characterised by high blood pressure 
and a large amount of protein in the 
urine. It places both mother and baby 
at risk. 

The disease includes poor liver and 
kidney function, as well as shortness 
of breath due to fluid in the lungs. 

Shock 



Mrs Pole said: “It was a bit of a 
shock. 

“Going straight to hospital and not 
knowing what the outcome was going 
to be when they scanned me to find out 
how big the baby was.

“I had an emergency Caesarian be¬ 
cause she was big enough to be born.” 

She added: “She was born and came 
out crying and was rushed to the 
neo-natal unit — she was in there for 
six weeks.” 

Another risk to her daughter’s 
health was that she had suffered an 
infection, which she was susceptible 
to due to her very low weight. 

But Jasmine was eventually allowed 
to leave the hospital for home once she 
weighed 41bs. 

Mrs Pole added that she did not 
know what the effect of such early 


health problems would be on Jasmine 
as she grew older. 

However, the youngster went on 
to attend Crestwood Park Primary 
School in Kingswinford before going 
on to study at college. 

Families 

Mrs Pole says he received support 
from a group that helps the families 
of children who have had difficulties 
at birth. 

She lives with her husband Jon¬ 
athan, aged 53 and also has a son, 
Casey, aged 21.

More than 80 firefighters battled the blaze at the 
three-storey hotel, which closed suddenly last Septem¬ 
ber as a result of owner Elysian Care’s problems. Parts 
of the building date back to the 16th century.

Homeless 
families' 
total hotel 
bill is £l 80 k 


NEARLY £200,000 was spent last year on 
paying for homeless families to stay in ho¬ 
tels and bed and breakfasts across the Black 
Country and Staffordshire. 

Taxpayers last year forked out more than 
£180,000 to cover the cost of overnight stays, latest 
figures show. 

Wolverhampton City Council housed the most at 136 


families in bed and break¬ 
fasts in a year between 
2014 and 2015 at a cost of 
£87,075. 

A spokesman for Wolver¬ 
hampton City Council said: 
“The council works hard to 
help and support families 
who are either at risk of be¬ 
coming, or who have actu¬ 
ally become, homeless. 

“In cases where they have 
lost their tenancy, we work 
as quickly as we can to find 
them alternative accommo¬ 
dation. 

Until this is arranged, it is 
necessary for the council to 
provide temporary and safe 
accommodation while the 
assessments are carried out. 

“We don’t place people in 
temporary accommodation 
any longer than is necessary 
and where possible, we seek 
to recover costs through 
housing benefit contribu¬ 
tions.” 

Benefits 

Sandwell Council said it 
currently has 18 households 
living in hotels in the region. 
And in 2013 to 2014 it cost 
£48,281 to shelter residents 
with nowhere to go, with a 
net cost to the authority of 
£10,138. The rest is covered 
by housing benefits. 

The authority’s deputy 
leader and cabinet member 
for neighbourhoods, Coun-

cillor Mahboob Hussain, 
said that the length of time 
a household stays in hotels 
varies, depending on indi¬ 
vidual circumstances, but 
normally it is for no longer 
than six weeks. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet 
member for housing Coun¬ 
cillor Gaye Partridge said: 
“As a council, there are 
some situations where we 
have a duty to find people 
somewhere to stay when 
they find themselves home¬ 
less. 

“Last year we helped 109 
families find temporary ac¬ 
commodation in local bed 
and breakfast establish¬ 
ments. 

“The majority of people 
stay between one and four 
nights and we are predict¬ 
ing a £20,000 spend on the 
service this year.” 

In Walsall between April 
2014 and April 2015, Walsall 
Council has accommodated 
a total of 61 households and 
of these 21 had children. 
On average they stay seven 
nights. 

The total cost is £6,000 
with the council recoup¬ 
ing the costs from housing 
benefit contributions where 
possible.

ALBUM REVIEWS

THE Modfather roars back 
with his 12th solo album and 
Saturns Pattern is one of his 
best yet. 

Like his musical peer Noel Gallagher 
on the High Flying Birds’ album Chas¬ 
ing Yesterday, Paul Weller has gone 
back to go forward with a funky, bluesy 
new psychedelic sound, most evident 
on the quirky piano-led title track and 
the instant classic Pick It Up. 

But perhaps most telling is the fact 
that Weller actually sounds upbeat, 
maybe it’s a sense of well being sug¬ 
gested by the title I’m Where I Should 
Be. The album has some of his most 
summery sounds, Phoenix and These 
City Streets, since the heyday of The 
Style Council. 

The former Jam man has still got 
a licence to thrill with distorted and 
scuffed blues cruncher White Sky and 
the belligerent Long Time. 

Maybe it’s something to do with a 
planetary alignment, but Weller’s Sat¬ 
urns Pattern ranks alongside young 
band Django Django’s Born Under Sat¬ 
urn as one of the best albums of the 
year so far. 

The big time beckons for London 
band The Vaccines whose third al¬ 
bum, English Graffiti, grabs you by 
the lapels from the moment it blasts 
out of the blocks with the swaggering 
surf rock of Handsome. 

Singer Justin Hayward-Young pulls 
off a star turn on new single Dream 
Lover, a stadium-sized anthem, and 
they surprise with the lithe Minimal 
Attraction which brilliantly sounds like 
Fleetwood Mac meets The Strokes. 

Is that an echo of The Jam on 20/20? 
A hint of Air on (All Afternoon) In Love? 
A touch of Depeche Mode on Denial?

It is the sound of The Vaccines mak¬ 
ing an excellent eclectic album. That 
impression is confirmed by the yearn¬ 
ing Maybe I Could Hold You and the 
punchy Gimme A Sign. 

The Vaccines will be in concert at 
Wolverhampton Civic Hall on Novem¬ 
ber 17. 

Will Young is back on the pop scene 
after four years in which he has con¬ 
centrated on his stage career, including 
playing the Emcee in the touring pro¬ 
duction of Cabaret that came to Wol¬ 
verhampton Grand. 

He is now with Island Records, hav¬ 
ing come to the end of the multi-album 
deal that followed his Pop Idol triumph 
13 years ago. The singer who famously 
gave Simon Cowell a telling off (they 
are still daggers drawn apparently) 
went on to create a string of slick, en¬ 
joyable and creditable pop albums. 

Likeable recent single Love Revolu¬ 
tion with its vintage Motown-like sound 
has paved the way for sixth studio al¬ 
bum 85% Proof, which draws on dis¬ 
co and funk for some inspiration but 
elsewhere goes for a stark melancholy, 
such as the impressive closer I Don’t 


Need A Lover. The singer reckons it’s 
his most honest album, drawing on his 
experiences including being bullied at 
school. He pushes his vocals to strain¬ 
ing point to express raw emotion. 

Hot Chip hit a more reflective 
groove, ready to chill after a night in the 
club, on their sixth album Why Make 
Sense? but the hedonistic throb of the 
dancefloor is never far away. When Hot 
Chip do try something a little different, 
on White Wine And Fried Chicken and 
So Much Further To Go, the starker 
setting shows up the limited nature of 
Alexis Taylor’s vocals. 

Powerhouse Wolverhampton duo 
God Damn have unleashed a mighty 
beast of an album with their debut Vul¬ 
tures, an exhilarating blend of grinding 
hard rock guitars, crashing drums and 
sneering vocal attitude. Thom Edward 
(guitar/vocals) and Ash Weaver (drums) 
will be compared with Royal Blood but 
the Black Country outfit actually have 
a more varied and melodic sound with 
their heavy riffing infused with psyche¬ 
delic flourishes. Highlights include the 
ferocious We Don’t Like You and the 
epic nine-minute Skeleton. 






















































Work on park 
paths complete 

A £70,000 project to create a series of new 
footpaths through a Cradley park has been 
completed.

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet member 
for environmental services, said: “The work 
to extend the old footpath network on the 
park has now been completed and has ena¬ 
bled the majority of the park to now be eas¬ 
ily accessed via a new surfaced pedestrian 
route.” 


Fire chief to face hips over 
move to cut emergency cover 


MPS have called Staffordshire’s 
chief fire officer to Westminster to 
explain plans to downgrade stations 
still being built. 

Gavin Williamson, South Staffordshire’s MP, 
has said the plan will turn fire stations into lit¬ 
tle more than ‘glorified community centres’ - in¬ 
cluding some that are still under construction. 

Chief fire officer Peter Dartford will travel to 
Westminster to meet MPs.The proposals are for 
emergency cover to be removed from 18 fire sta¬ 
tions and the number of engines reduced from 
42 at 33 stations to 15 engines at 15 stations. Of 


the fire stations referred to in the proposals, re¬ 
vamps of Kinver and Codsall have not yet been 
finished. 

In a letter to Staffordshire Fire Service, Kin¬ 
ver MP Mr Williamson said: “Not only do I think 
that this would lead to substantial and highly 
dangerous gaps within the provision of the Staf¬ 
fordshire Fire Service, but I am also shocked at 
the grotesque waste of money that would be in¬ 
volved if the fire service pursues this route. 

“I think that currently it needs to be pointed 
out to you that you are in the process of build¬ 
ing two brand new fire stations in Kinver and 


Codsall. What you are proposing to do is to turn 
these brand new fire stations, built at vast ex¬ 
pense, into glorified community centres. If this 
is not a most obscene waste of public money I do 
not know what is, and I personally believe that 
you would be at risk of being surcharged for the 
misuse of public money.” 

Mr Dartford said: “The Fire and Rescue Au¬ 
thority felt it was important for us to explore a 
range of options, however radical they may be, 
to be confident no stone has been left unturned 
as we strive to identify ways to make financial 
savings.”

THIS picture shows the devastating after- 
math of a fire which ripped through a Dud¬ 
ley snooker hall at the weekend. 

Dudley Snooker & Pool Club, in Stafford 
Street, has been gutted by the huge blaze 
which broke out in the early hours of Sun¬ 
day. The ruined remains will be demolished. 

More than 50 firefighters attended and 
battled the fire for five hours but could not 
save the building, which is expected to be 
torn down this week to make the area safe. 

The neighbouring businesses Price 2 Beat 
Bespoke Bedrooms and Kitchens were also 
severely damaged by the blaze. No one was 
injured at any of the premises and investi¬ 
gators are still trying to find the cause. 

Traders spoke of their shock at the de¬ 
struction. 

Farad Latif, manager of Dudley Butch¬ 
ers, said: “It was a major social venue for 


the area. “That building has been here for 
years. It is quite a historical building com¬ 
pared to some of the new places being built 
in Dudley. It is a real shame.” 

Rukhsana Begum, from Food World, 
which is based less than 20 ft from the club, 
said: “My father was driving past at the 
time because he is a taxi driver and he saw 
the fire happening. 

“I know the owners, they are family 
friends, and they have only just taken over. 
They have been running it for the last few 
months. I feel sorry for them.” 

The flames ripped through the club com¬ 
pletely gutting the inside of the building 
and destroying the roof. Among the wreck¬ 
age were blackened snooker tables. 

Temporary fencing was placed around 
the club as a safety precaution in case it 
collapsed.

New light shone 
on a dark drama 



The Merchant of Venice, 

Royal Shakespeare Theatre, 
Stratford-upon-Avon 

THE Merchant of Venice re¬ 
mains one of Shakespeare’s 
most controversial plays and 
most relevant in its dealing 
with issues of racism and an- 
ti-semitism. 

Presented on a super shiny reflec¬ 
tive set of burnished metallic tiles, 
with a pendulum ominously swinging 
in the background, Polly Findlay’s 
production updates the play in mod¬ 
ern dress — it looks like the wardrobe 
department have raided Primark. 

She also slashes some of the text to 
bring it in at a pacey two hours and 
ten minutes. The actors sit on benches 
at the sides of the stage, as if eager to 
get on with it. 

Marc Tritschler’s choral music with 
medieval influences is lovely but at 
odds with the modern approach. 

This is a problematic play. Modern 
audiences squirm at the horrible in¬ 
sults rained down on the central Jew¬ 
ish character and at a Moroccan prince 
being deemed unsuitable husband ma¬ 
terial because of the colour of his skin.

Intelligent 

But this production makes a diffi- 
cult-to-like play highly watchable. 

Findlay brings in a romantic trian¬ 
gle subtext, a passionate kiss reveal¬ 
ing Venetians Antonio (Jamie Ballard) 
and Bassanio (Jacob Fortune-Lloyd) as 
lovers. 

This explains Antonio’s odd decision 
to borrow from Jewish moneylender 
Shylock, who he hates, in order to 
fund Bassanio’s wooing of rich heiress 
Portia. 


Patsy Ferran gives a standout per¬ 
formance as the fiercely intelligent 
Portia, who eventually realises the na¬ 
ture of her intended husband’s friend¬ 
ship with the merchant. 

As Shylock Israeli Palestinian actor 
Makram J Khoury, his accent mark¬ 
ing him an an outsider, radiates a 
wounded dignity. The scenes in which 
Venetians spit in his face are uncom¬ 
fortable. 

He remains a sympathetic character 
even as he sharpens his knife in read¬ 
iness for vicious revenge, demanding 


his pound of flesh in forfeit for Anto¬ 
nio’s debt. 

Ballard’s howls of terror as Antonio 
awaits his fate are hair-raising. This 
scene of victim turned intimidator 
surely has resonance in today’s Mid¬ 
dle East. But it certainly doesn’t make 
Shylock’s final humiliation any easier 
to swallow. 

The Merchant of Venice remains in 
repertoire until September 2 and the 
Royal Shakespeare Company produc¬ 
tion is screened live at cinemas on July 
22 .

jlr plant is set to 
expand creating 
1,000 more jobs 


JAGUAR Land Rover is set 
to almost double the size of 
its factory out the outskirts 
of Wolverhampton — creat¬ 
ing around 1,000 more jobs. 

The L-shape development 
next to the company’s ex¬ 
isting i54 plant could be 
completed in two years, al¬ 
though what it will be pro¬ 
ducing remains a secret. 

The single-storey build¬ 
ing will be up to 11 metres 
high and built to match 
the existing £500 million, 
100,000sqm engine plant. A 
full planning application is 
scheduled to be submitted 
next month and work could 
start on the new 85,000sqm 
development off Wobaston 
Road as soon as October. 

It is expected to take up to 


18 months to complete the 
main building and the appli¬ 
cation is being considered by 
South Staffordshire District 
Council. 

Around 500 construction 
jobs will be created by the 
project with those in charge 
committed to ensuring that 
at least a quarter of those go 
to local people. 

Wolverhampton City 
Council regeneration chief 
Councillor Peter Bilson 
said: “This is great news for 
the people of the city and 
South Staffordshire.” 

JLR spokeswoman Sarah 
McCarthy said an an¬ 
nouncement on the use of 
the building would probably 
be made in the autumn. 


COUNCILS in the West Mid- 
ladns have used controversial 
spy powers to snoop on resi¬ 
dents nearly 400 times in the 
last five years. 

Surveillance powers have been 
used 388 times, to catch fly-tippers, 
graffiti vandals, noisy neighbours, 
and even dog foulers since 2010. 

Techniques vary from direct surveil¬ 
lance, such as following a suspect, to in¬ 
tercepting their phone records. 

Sandwell Council has used powers 
under the Regulation of Investigatory 
Powers Act (RIPA) 180 times since 2010. 
Wolverhampton used the powers 152 
times, Staffordshire County Council 33 
times, and Dudley Council 18 times. 

Stafford Borough Council has used it 
just five times. 

But the use of these powers has been 
cut dramatically to just a handful of times 
overhall in the past two years since local

authorities were required to get magis¬ 
trates’ permission. 

The use of such powers has been hit by 
controversy after it was revealed police 
forces had been using the legislation on 
journalists to identify their sources. 

Civil rights campaigners say the law 
was passed to fight terrorism and seri¬ 
ous organised crime but authorities were 
using it to intrude into residents’ lives. 

Terrorism 


West Bromwich East MP Tom Watson, 
who has campaigned for surveillance laws 
to be restricted, said: “RIPA was passed 
with the intention it would be used to fight 
terrorism and serious organised crime - 
not to spy on ordinary people. One thing 
all the parties agree on is that it needed to 
change and there is still need for further 
reform on its use by other agencies.” 

Figures show the powers were mostly 


used by the councils to catch rogue traders 
and benefits cheats and those committing 
anti-social behaviour. All councils say they 
have not targeted journalists. 

Sandwell used the powers 95 times on 
trading standards investigations, 72 times 
in anti-social behaviour cases, 10 in envi¬ 
ronmental protection breaches, and three 
cases of benefit fraud. 

In Wolverhampton, suspected benefit 
cheats have been placed under surveil¬ 
lance 35 times. 

The powers have also been used to catch 
fly-tippers, identify fly-posters, and noisy 
neighbours on 45 occasions. 

Staffordshire County Council used sur¬ 
veillance powers nine times to investigate 
underage alcohol sales, on seven occasions 
in suspected benefit cheat cases, and four 
times in trading standard cases and four 
times in underage tobacco sale investiga¬ 
tions. 

Walsall Council failed to respond to a 
request made for data under the Freedom 
of Information Act. 


Police £24m 
merger of 
control hub 


WEST Mercia Police and Warwickshire Po¬ 
lice have secured £2.4 million to set up a 
joint operations and communications cen¬ 
tre based across two sites. 

One will be at Hindlip Park in Worces¬ 
tershire, serving the West Mercia force 
area, and the other at Leek Wootton in 
Warwickshire. It means the main control 
room for West Mercia Police in Shrewsbury 
will close under the shake-up. 

More than £2.4m has been secured from 
the Police Innovation Fund to fund the 
new initiative, on top of £800,000 secured 
last year from the Precursor Police Innova¬ 
tion Fund. The force says it will allow West 
Mercia Police and Warwickshire Police to 
strengthen their relationship. 

The new control centres will be shared 
with Hereford & Worcester Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service. 

The new arrangement means 999 calls 
will no longer be dealt with by staff in 
Shropshire. 

But the forces say that, under the plans, 
the joint centre will allow the police and 
fire service to support each other during 
peak periods or critical incidents.

It's still A'dam fine city 


IT is Birmingham’s boast that it 
has more canals than Venice, 35 
miles’ worth compared with 26. 

However, Amsterdam beats them 
both put together with 65 miles of wa¬ 
terways coiled around the centre of the 
Dutch capital 

Walking the streets flanking those canals 
is one of the great pleasures of a city break 
to Amsterdam. The grand trio of canals the 
Herengracht, Keizergracht and Prinsen- 
gracht have tall thin gabled buildings, most 
dating from Holland’s golden age in the 
17th century when these were the homes 
and warehouses of rich merchants. 

You can spend days wandering these wa¬ 
tery thoroughfares, popping into cosy dark- 
wood cafes, trying nibbles at the ubiquitous 
cheese shops, rooting through the vintage 
clothes shops and getting the odd herbal 
whiff from the many coffee shops (or should 
we call them joints). 

When the sun goes down the night life 
and thriving restaurant scene kicks in.

That’s the perfect time to sip a Dutch gin 
(genever) at bars such as the atmospheric 
Admiraal, where the furniture is made out 
of old barrels. 

Foodwise, Amsterdam has the lot, having 
been the port of a mighty trading nation. 
There are excellent Italian eateries, Indo¬ 
nesian and Thai places and an infeasible 
number of sugar-coated waffle shops. For 
the ultimate Dutch street food — besides a 
slippery herring — go to Vlaams Friteshuis 
Vleminckx. Only open in the afternoon, this 
hatch in the wall sells piping hot cones of 
delicious frites (chips), available with vari¬ 
ous tangy mayonnaises. 

The Red Light District, located between 
tacky central main drag Damrak and Chi¬ 
natown, can be avoided if you are offended 
by the women in the windows and the 
X-rated shops. 

Places that you shouldn’t miss include 
the floating flower market Bloemenmarkt 
on the Singel canal, near to the main shop¬ 


ping street of Kalverstraat. When you tire 
of dodging cyclists, the enclosed haven-like 
Begijnhof is found through a modest door on 
Spui square. This former home for religious 
women includes the city’s oldest buildings 
and the historic English Reformed Church. 

Art lovers should head for Museumplein 
for the city’s greatest galleries. The Van 
Gogh Museum includes hundreds of works 
by the tragic genius, including double sided 
works from when the hard-up artist could 
not afford to use only one side of a canvas. 
His swirling colourful art remains magical 
and the museum does a great job of walking 
visitors through his too-short life. 

Iconic 

The revamped and restored Rijksmu¬ 
seum is a work of art in itself, a hugely im¬ 
pressive building that contains iconic works 
by Dutch greats Rembrandt and Vermeer. 

Both museums are always very busy and 
should be booked in advance online to avoid 
queues, as should the city’s most popular — 
and most sobering — attraction, the Anne 


Frank House. This hiding place for Jewish 
families during the Second World War, in¬ 
cluding the teenage girl whose diary went 
on to touch the hearts of millions, is tiny 
and timed tickets help limit crowding. In 
Anne’s room, her cut-out pictures of movie 
stars are still on the walls. 

The excellent museum beside the secret 
annexe stresses that Anne was one victim 
among millions. Despite the queues and 
crowds, it should not be missed. 

Major savings can be made on many ad¬ 
missions and public transport (including 
trams) by purchasing an I amsterdam City 
Card. See www.iamsterdam.com for details. 

For reading, I recommend Amsterdam: 
A History of the World’s Most Liberal 
City by Russell Shorto; the story of the 
architectural rebirth of the Rijksmuseum 
is told in the handsomely illustrated Ri¬ 
jksmuseum: The Building, the Collec¬ 
tion and the Outdoor Gallery by Cees 
de Jong & Patrick Spijkerman; The Min¬ 
iaturist by Jessie Burton is an atmospheric 
novel set during Amsterdam’s golden age.

Trip down 
memory 
lane the 
Cavalier 

This year sees Vauxhall celebrate the 40th 
anniversary of one of its most popular sa¬ 
loons - the Cavalier. 

Produced over three generations, from 1975 until 
1995, the successful model is heralded as the fifth 
most popular car ever sold in the UK, with over 1.8 
million models being purchased during its production 
run. 

With many having made an appearance on the roads 
around Stourbridge over the last four decades, local retailer, 
Stourbridge Motor House, is taking atrip down memory lane 
to remind residents of just how classic the Cavalier was. 

In the same year that the comedy film Monty Python and 
the Holy Grail was released and the first episode of the pop¬ 
ular sitcom Fawlty Towers was broadcast on TV, the original 
rear-wheel drive Vauxhall Cavalier went into production. 

The Cavalier L offered a new level of refienment in a new 
medium-sized car and was available as a two-door and four- 
door saloon. 

The model came onto the scene boasting an impres¬ 
sive interior: thick foam seats in cloth material; reclining 
front seats with inertia reel seatbelts; and easy-to-read in¬ 
struments on the facia. It offered drivers of the time all the 
essentials: a heated rear window, two-speed wipers with 
electric speed wash, reverse lights, hazard warning flashes 
and fascia warning lights; all surrounded by soft carpeting. 

On the outside, owners could appreciate the Cavalier L’s 
aerodynamic styling, whilst experiencing its 1.6-litre engine 
and four-speed manual gearbox (with the option of an au¬ 
tomatic), all housed on a 99in smooth wheel base with ad¬ 
vanced front suspension. A 13.6 cubic foot boot completed 
the kit-list. 


Foundation 

One step above the Cavalier L base model was the GL 
(pictured above right), which offered all the luxury and com¬ 
fort of he L, and more. Seats were upholstered in plush ve- 
lor, and a wall-to-wall, rich tufted carpet was the foundation 
of its attractive interior. With a quartz-activated clock, illumi¬ 
nated cigar lighter, illuminated ashtray and illuminated glove 
box, drivers were fully accommodated. On the outside, 
black waist mouldings and styled sports wheels played host 
to a choice of a powerful 1.9-litre engine or an economical 
1.6-litre engine. 

Finally, the top-of-the-range Cavalier GL Coupe complet¬ 
ed the trio of inaugural Cavalier trims. 

Michael Casey, general manager at Stourbridge Motor 
House, said: “At the time, the GL was arguably one of the 
sportiest-looking Vauxhalls ever. With a soft-grip, four-spoke 
steering wheel; a driver’s door map pocket; continental 
arm-rests; and wood veneer accents on the doors, it offered 
sophistication, style and comfort. Extra-wide tyres and ex¬ 
tra-wide sports wheels added to the coupe’s all-round smart 
styling, which was accented by a functional front-end spoiler 
and it roared proudly with its powerful 1.9-litre engine.” 

Some six years later and the MKII incarnation was creat¬ 
ed, this time in front-wheel drive. It offered class-leading lev¬ 
els of fuel economy and performance, which had previously 
been unthinkable for this sector of car. 

It was Britain’s second best-selling car in 1984 and 1985, 
and at its peak, came with the choice of 1.3 or 1.6-litre en¬ 
gines derived from the smaller Vauxhall Astra. There were 
also 1.8-litre and 2-litre versions, together with a diesel. Trim 
levels included Base, L, GL, SR, SRi, CDi, Convertible and 
Estate. 

An interesting, fashion-themed quirk of the CD trim of the 
MKII version was door pockets that doubled-up as detach¬ 
able handbags. The pockets were fastened to doors with 
press-studs, which could be swiftly removed and carried 
around by drivers and their passengers. 

In 1988, the third and final version came to market, either 
as a front-wheel or four-wheel drive. The top model in range 
was the Turbo; there was also a V6 version too, which was 
popular with police forces at the time. 

The MKIII version (pictured above right) remained in pro¬ 
duction until 1995, when after 20 years on sale in the UK, 
order banks closed for good on the iconic car. It was later 
replaced by the Vauxhall Vectra in 1996. 

It wasn’t just the roads around Stourbridge that the Cav¬ 
alier graced, however. In the British Touring Car race series 
from 1990 to 1995, the Cavalier scored a manufacturer’s win 
in 1992 and again in 1995. It was during this latter year when 
the famous John Cleland also won the driver’s title in the 
Vauxhall car. 

Twenty years after this win, and four decades after the 
Cavalier came to be, the values of attention to detail, inno¬ 
vation, dedication to styling and attractive design are still at 
the core of Vauxhall’s range of models today.

Given, aged 39, suffered a groin prob¬ 
lem in training and missed the 1-0 defeat 
to Burnley as 22-year-old Steer made his 
Premier League bow, with second choice 
Brad Guzan on the bench. 

Villa would have a massive headache 
if anything happens to Guzan as Steer is 
cup-tied having played four ties on loan 
at Yeovil earlier in the competition. 

Given is now being assessed on a daily 
basis in the countdown to Saturday’s 
Wembley final against Arsenal. 

Manager Tim Sherwood said: “Shay 
injured himself in training and he’s 
doubtful for the final with a groin prob¬ 
lem. 

“I’ve no idea of his chances at the mo¬ 
ment - we’re assessing him every day. 

“But I wouldn’t have played him yes¬ 
terday anyway. 

“You don’t get many opportunities to 
look at young goalkeepers and you can 
only test them and really assess them on 
this stage and I thought he did all right. 
I’m not ruling him out yet but it’s a con¬ 
cern.” 

Villa’s problems aren’t confined to the 
goalkeeping department, with Kieran 
Richardson missing the game with a 
calf injury which meant winger Charles 
N’Zogbia played at left-back. 

“ Kieran’s doubtful with a calf prob¬ 
lem and Carlos Gil is also injured,” said 
Sherwood. “I had to play Charles N’Zog¬ 
bia at left-back because we haven’t got a 
fit left-back at the moment.” 

After the game, captain Fabian Delph 
received his player-of-the-season trophy 
for the second year in a row and Jack 
Grealish named young player of the sea¬ 
son. Gil’s effort against Bournemouth in 
the FA Cup was goal of the season. 

Team will crank 
it up, says Spink 

NIGEL SPINK has tipped Villa to turn 
it on in the FA Cup final after claiming 
they probably took things easy against 
Burnley. 

Villa go into Saturday’s showdown 
against Arsenal as huge underdogs. 

Preparations for Tim Sherwood’s side 
haven’t gone as smoothly as they would 
have wanted. 

But legend Spink, who made 460 ap¬ 
pearances in goal for Villa, is convinced 
they will show a massive improvement 
in the final. 

“I wouldn’t be surprised if they had 
got one eye on the final because they 
didn’t want to get injured,” said Spink.
